and chased the others about the deck. 
When the vessel left Christobol at 
n ig h t all was adjusted to the satis­

Haiti, he took on a large quantity of 
Haiti rum in common w ith many of 
the mem bers of the crew. 
After the ship left Port DePalx the 
riot broke out.

out a S O S call and in response Lieu­ 
tenant Vogt and twenty-two marines 
were put on board from the United 
States battleship Connecticut.

Salt has such 
affinity for moisture that under such 
conditions it draws It from the air. 
When the air becomes dry, the mois­ 
ture is given up by tho salt, which la 
turn becomes dry as It returns the 
moisture to the air.

It is always wine to select seed com 
early in Minnesota—aarly enough to 
escape killing frosts 
That Is why tbs 
agricultural extension division at Uni­ 
versity Farm. Bt. Papl. has ysar after 
year fixed on September 10-20 as Seed 
Corn Time—a psriod for tbs special 
harvesting of scud corn for the follow­ 
ing year’s punting. 
Killing frosts do 
not come In Minnesota usually until 
after September SO 
This year, because of the early w a ­ 
gon and the 
advanced 
stage of the 
corn 
crop, farmers 
have 
so 
extTt 
chance to beat the attaoks of the frost 
king. 
The corn crop

matured 
earlier than usual because It got an
